He suggested 
that possibly it might be necessary 
to add two more inspectors to the 
weed inspecting staff. 

The Reeve recommended that the 
bounty upon gophers be continued, as 
it was much more satisfactory and 
effe.*’ve, than the , ny ding or ,opher 
poison. 

The suggestion was made that the 
Carseland Picnic grounds, which are 
owned jointly with M. D. Dinton, 
should be officially opened on July 1. 

The ratepayers received from the 
Hail Board, about $150,000 more than 
they paid in 1926, 

The co-operation of the ratepayers 
was requested in the matter of re- 
porting all contagious diseases. 

A communication was read from the 
Provincial Board in regard to using 
the travelling clinic, but it was thought 
this was a matter for the school Boards 
to handle directly. 

The matter of providing a new 
municipal building was brought before 
the meeting, showing a risk which 
was being carried, through lack of 
proper vault protection for many val- 
uable documents, which, in case of 
serious fire, might easily reach a loss 
of $20,000, 

A resolution that a proper building 
be provided was submitted and craried 
unanimously, The cost and character 
of the building to be left to the new 
council] to use their judgment when the 
work should be commenced, 

Another resolution unanimously 
carried was that the Standard should 
be sent to every ratepayer.

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FIND WAY OUT OF 
CATTLE DIFFICULTIES 


WINNIPEG—T. W. Tomlinson, sec- 
retary of the American Live Stock As- 
sociation, spoke before the Western 
Canada Live Stock Association, of 
which E. L, Richardson, of Calgary, 
is secretary. 

Mr, Tomlinson gave a_historicol 
review cf the various tariffs and lack 
of tariffs in livestock and meats that 
had existed in the United States for 
the past forty-three yeors. This had 
varied all the way from free enury of 
stock to a thirty per cent. ad valorem 
duty. He thought that from a Cana- 
dian point of view, a mistake had been 
made in not accepting the Canadian 
reciprocity treaty projected in 1911. 

Many contended, he said, that the 
American import duty on cattle and 
meagt wag still too low, compared with 
duties on manufactured goods and liv- 
ing costs. The duty on canned goods 
was ridiculously out of line and should 
be ‘uereaset

GEOLOGIST DOOMS JAPAN 


Dr. Noble Says Inland Is Gradually 
Crumbling Into the Sea. 


SAN FRANCISCO— Nature has seal- 
ed the doom of Japan and within 
10,000 years the island Empire will 
have vanished beneath the Pacific, de- 
clared Dr, Levi F. Noble, of the United 
States Geological Survey, on his return 
from Tokio, where he attended the 
Pacifie Science Congress. 

“Geologists have established,” he 
said, “that Japan is slowly crumbling 
into the sea. Sluffing off along the 
east coast is levelling off and filling 
in the vast underseas area surround. 
ing Japan.” 

He declared Japan the ‘most rick- 
ety” part of the earth, destined for 
periodic cataclysms such as the up- 
heaval of 1923 “as certainly as the 
sun shall rise.”
